The notices of 
dismissal which took effect on 13th May, 
1935. left sufficient staff to carry on. As soon 
as services warranted it, men were taken 
hack in strict order of seniority, including 
the plaintifis Lynch and Coleman.

He was sore from it for days afterwards. He 
tried to get away. : He did not know how he 
got rid of Bane, and could remember no- 
th.ng until he awoke in the barrack.

John Murphy, examined by Mr. Conroy 
in Irish, said that he knew Michael 
Cloherty well from the time he was 
a boy.

Cloherty and his wife had an 
argument, and the former said that there 
was nobody to be kept in the house only 
himself. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Haugh in Irish, 
witness said that there was no trouble there, 
except that Cloherty looked a bit wild. 

Mrs. Delia Horan said that Cloherty called 
to her shop for cigarettes, and she did not 
give them to him because he had drink taken 
and would not remember having got them. 

Mr. J. C. Conroy, for the defence, said 
that in this case Cloherty considered his life 
was endangered, A man was entitled to 
fight to any extreme if his life was en- 
dangered. On one side there was a strong, 
young, virile man who refused to leave the 
house when asked to do so in a civil manner. 
There was no doubt but that Cloherty con- 
sidered his life in danger, and consequently 
there was only one verdict that could be 
brought in, and that was a verdict of not 
guilty. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked counsel what 
was his theory as to how and at what stage 
the knife was drawn. 

Mr. Conroy said that he held that the 
knife was not drawn until Cloherty was being 
pummelied by Bane, and that when he drew 
it Cloherty did so automatically. Counsel 
showed the jury how the knife could be 
opened with one hand.

When he returned to the house 
at 8.30 p.m. Cloherty concluded that the man 
had come to stay in the house.

ADDRESS TO JURY 
Mr. Justice Meredith, in his address to 
the jury, said that the prosecution had failed 
to prove that the knife was the property of 
the accused man.

All the 
State had proved was that when the Guards 
came the accused had the knife in his hand 
and that it was taken from him. If they 
came to the conclusion that there was no 
malice aforethought, they would have to 
consider whether it was justifiable homicide.

politan and County Dublin Area of the 

Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Pro- 
tection Association of Ireland was held at 
Commercial Buildings, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. 
Patrick Hedigan (chairman) presided, and 
there was a large attendance. 

The Chairman said that he wished to pro- 
test against a remark made by Mr. James 
Dillon, T.D., when he was speaking on the 
Courts of Justice Bill in the Dail on Wednes- 
day. Mr. Dillon said that he had never 
heard a prosecution brought by the Guards 
against a publican in which he had not heard 
perjury. i 

“That statement I brand as a downright lie, 
and a foolish statement reflecting on a business 
in which Mr. Dillon himsef is interested if 
not actually licensed. It is a foolish reflec- 
tion on the Courts of Justice and on the 
Garda, as well as on our trade. and is in no 
way justified.’ 

Mr. C. E. Reddin, Vice-Chairman, moved: 
“That we call upon all vintners, in their 
own interests and those of the beer-consum- 
ing public, to take immediate steps to dis- 
courage the sale of any but natural condi- 
tioned beers which are capable of being 
bottled by the vendor without having to he 
“ processed,” and so prevent the attempt of 
bottler-agents, in conjunction with certain 
brewers. to create a condition of things which 
must ultimately result in the destruction of 
the traditional relationship between brewer 
and retailer, with consequent disadvantages 
to the consumer.’ 

Mr. W. J. O’Hara seconded, and the resolu 
tion was adopted unanimously. 


DEARER BEER 


Mr. Thomas Dobson moved a resolution 
that the following increased prices operate 
as from January Ist :—Irish ale on draught, 
8d. per pint; do., per bottle, 7d.. Lager 
beer, 9d. per bottle, 1s. 2d. per pint, 7d. 
per half-pint. These prices, he said, would 
only give a fair profit on Lager beer, which 
not atone left no money in the country, but 
was taking the place of sound Irish ale, or 
vossibly Bag We had some trade with 
tad left yet, while the countries from 
which Lager is unported had no claim upon 
us whatever. 

Mr. James Brown and the 
resolution was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. William O’Byrne, 
seconded by Mr. John Cullen, a resolution 
was passed urging the members of the asso- 
ciation hr to co-operate with the 
tobacco manufacturers and distributors in 
checking the evil of price-cutting in tobacco 
and cigarettes, and in particular to refrain 
from facilitating price-cutters either by sale 
or excliaige. 


On the motion of Mr. J. J. O'Neill, 
seconded by Mr. James Madigan, a resolu- 
tion was passed to the effect that the associa- 
tion was of opinion that the prices charged 
by the Irish Glass Bottle Company for half- 
pint and pint bottles are unjustified in view 
of the monopely which the company enjoys. 

Mr. James Gill moved—‘‘ That this meet: 
ing demands some reasonable relief from the 
taxation on beer and spirits imposed fifteen 
years ago by the British Government to 
meet the War Debt, from the liability 
for which the Free State had since been 
relieved. The resolution appealed to the 
farmers and workers to co-operate with them 
in seeking relief from a level of taxation 
“go hurtful to both our interests, by re 
stricting the farmeis’ market for maiting 
barley and other cereals, and curtailing op- 
portunities of empioyment for the latter.’ 


AN ILLICIT TRADE 


Mr. Gill said that the distilling industry 
was at a standstill because of ‘axation. At 
the same time, the business of illicit distilling 
was in a flourishing condition, and only re- 
cently the Garda had discovered a high!y 
modern plant that had been installed te 
accelerate its output. It amazed him how 
anv advocate of temperance could press for 
the retention of an taxation to 
exterminate a legitimate industry, only to 
have it superseded by an illicit trade that 
is creating a moral wrong and was a mena-e 
to the whole community. 

The brewing industry was dying out be- 
cause of taxation. Within the Jast decade 
nine firms had had to close down. Messrs 
Arthur Guinness and Co. was not a purely 
Irish concern, and it was possible that in a 
few years time it might be decided as a 
matter of expediency to transfer the whole 
business to England. 

Producing figures to prove that excessive 
taxation had resulted in a decrease in re- 
venue, Mr. Gill said that since 1924 revenu» 
from beer and spirits had fallen by about 
three million pounds. In 1923-24 the revenue 
from beer duties was £5.808.397, but in 
1935 that had fallen to £2,667.928. In 1862 
revenne from spirits was £2,061,929, which 
in 1935 fell to £1,673,549. 

Mr. P. J. Kelly seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was adopted. 


ST, PATRICK’S DAY 


Senator Kennedy proposed a resolution de- 
manding the repeal of the Intoxicating Liquor 
Act (1927) as regards the endorsement of 
licences and the position of club licences. The 
resolution also asked for the removal of all 
restrictions on St. Patrick’s Day; the opening 
of all public-houses from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. : 
special facilities for boroughs for particular 
occasions on Sundays; the abolition of wine 
licences to chemists ; the abolition of the after- 
noon closing hour in Cork, Limerick, and 
Waterford ; and for legislation making it more 
difficult to obtain hotel licences. 

Mr. Michael Cole seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was passed. mat 
. Proposing, “ That the Organisation is 
worthy of the support of every Member of 
the Trade,” Mr. John J. Higgins said that 
while the state of the organisation was fairly 
satisfactory, they regretted that there were 
some traders who failed to realise the neces- 
sitv for hupporting it.

Harpist’s Success 


‘Mrs. George Atkinson’s 


Pictures by Instalments 


Our modern artists are not, like those 
of ancient times, waiting for fame to reach 
them after death. The idea, inaugurated 
in London, is gaining rapid popularity 
whereby the best artists permit the pur- 
chase of their pictures in return for instal- 
ment payments. Sir, Victor Sassoon, who 
is one of the . leading modern 
art -patrons, opening the recent Hirm 
Exhibition, said that he beliovall 
the scheme offers opportunities not 
only to those who never tasted the pleasure 
of hanging beautiful works of art on the 
walls of their own homes, but also to 
those who possess masterpieces, but have 
their appreciation of them dulled by seeing 
them too often. These latter can now hire 
pictures at a small percentage of their 
cost, or they buy works by paying a 
deposit and small monthly instalments. I 
have the list before me of contemporary 
British artists who are party to this 
scheme, and wonder that the idea has not 
yet been taken up by Irish painters in 
Dublin. 


Monet’s First Sale 


Attending the many exhibitions held in 
Dublin this season, and seeing the tiny 
red stars on sO many canvases; I was 
reminded, on reading the fascinating 
memoirs of Sacha Guitry, that Monet sold 
his first picture at the age of 47; and yet, 
although not embittered, he refused the 
honour of membership of the French 
Academy offered to him by his friend 
Clemenceau. ‘‘Too late, my friend,” he 
replied. To-day we see the work of Monet, 
Augustus John, Epstein, Sickert, Brockle- 
hurst, and the great artists of the French 
school, such as Forain, Fantin, Latour, 
and Modigliani Piccasso, included in the 
list of those which may be purchased under 
the new scheme. It may suggest to some 
group to hold an exhibition on such lines, 
and give many the opportunity of securing 
treasured pictures they have been desirous 
of buying for some time. 


Mrs. George Atkinson 


_ Originality and initiative is represented 
by the exhibition of linen pictures which 
Mrs, George Atkinson is showing at present 
at the United Arts Club. This is the first 
show of its kind in Dublin, but I am sure 
Mrs. Atkinson’ will soon have many 
imitators. She is showing about thirty 
pictures, the designs of which are carried 
out in applique linen. She tells me that 
she spent a long time in the West of 
Ireland this year, and made many dray- 
ings. These she has presented in varied 
coloured linens, and the effect is extremely 
decorative and artistic. She modestly 
calls her pictures ‘‘ cushion designs,’ but 
those who purchased—and I believe all 
have readily gone to happy buyers—pre- 
ferred to use them on their walls in 
frames, like embroidered work. These 
pictures are all done on old bleach linen. 
There -are Connemara drawings. turf- 
gatherers, birds, gardens, and other in- 
teresting subjects. 


Old -Dublin Family 


Born in Constantinople, Mrs. Atkinson 
‘comes of an old Dublin family. Her grand- 
lather, Mr. J. Kerney, was a well-known 
Dublin journalist, and her father, Mr. H. 
P. Kerney, was a civil servant, in charge 
of the Ottoman Debt Department in Con- 
stantinople. She met her husband while on 
a visit to Dablin dumng the War, when 
she was unable to return home, and be- 
came a student at the Metropolitan School 
of Art, of which Mr. Atkinson is head- 
master. Her uncle, Mr. L. H. Kerney, is 
the Irish Minister to Spain. Mrs. Atkin- 
son, who tells me that she is the only 
member of the large Kerney family now 
left in Dublin, has two children—a boy 
and a girl. Her little daughter already 
displays an inheritance of the artistic 
talent of her mother. 
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IMPORTANCE OF ITS CONTENTS 


HE medicine chest should be placed 
within easy reach of every one in the 
house. Its appearance need not be magni. 
ficent. Any box or chest can be ¢onverted 
into a medicine chest, but its contents are 
of the utmost importance. Shelves should 
be so placed that the required bottle or 
jar can be located without undue 
rummaging, quick attention often plays 
such a very important part in saving pai! 
to a patient. 

Chintz or oil-silk patch-poekets shoul: 
be glued, or tacked, on the imside-of th: 
door of the chest. In these all prescrip 
tions may be kept tidy and safe. Th 
upper at of the pocket should be room) 
but eld in place tightly wit 
elastic. Treasured remedies, which friend 
from time to time advise, also should b 
kept safely. Pasted in a notebook woul 
be an ideal way to secure that they woul 
be procurable if they should ever h 
required, but this sounds a trifle too pei 
fect for everyday human beings. 

Once the chest itself is provided it 
stock will accumulate of its own accord 
so quickly, indeed, that the real proble: 
will be to find room for all the vario:..

Chemists’ stocks are of such a reliabk 
nature that the customer has merely to 
mention a complaint, and from a glass 
case, prestissimo, comes a recommende( 
cure. When the stated ill is remedied, 
what remains of the “ cure ” should bs 
tidied away into the medicine chest: and 
left ready for another sufferer, Here lies 
true economy, provided that the corks or 
screw tops are pushed well home to pre- 
vent the contents evaporating or drying 
up. 
ea lint, cotton-wool, cough cures, 
iodine, antiseptic cream, and some brandy 
make a very good starting stock, There 
are those who say ‘‘What about a 
thermometer?’' The ‘‘taking’”’ of 
temperatures can safely be left to doctors 
and nurses. 

The ‘ snake-in-the-grass’’ of the 
medicine chest is found in those bottles 
which casually announce themselves as 
‘“ Poison—not to be taken.” The very 
greatest care should be taken to devise a 
special home label to bang on to these 
bottles the minute they come into the 
house, or at least before they are included 
in the stock of the chest. Even the most 
hardened nurses will agree that it is piti- 
fully easy to mistake such bottles for 
those containing ordinary physic. 


HOME LABEL 


Here is one example of a definite home 
label :—Get a bottle of glass paint in the 
brightest possible red. Children in the 
house will just love to paint the bottle all 
over, except on the label, and as the 
result of their labour, even the little ones 
will for ever recognise the red danger 
signal in the medicine chest. They will 
realise that liquid from red painted 
bottles must be used only externally. 

Apart from this caution as regards the 
use of poison, it would be wiser not to 


- 
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stress the matter of the medicine chest, 
especially among children, lest they 
develop into little hypochondriacs. For 
example, there is the case of the little boy

who rushed off to put eucalyptus on his 
handkerchief because his small sister had 
a cold! “é 

Many ills can be averted if the caterer 
to the family forestalls them in her selec- 
tion of the daily menu, especially in the 
matter of fruit and vegetables.

Che Jameson ‘Raid 


It is believed that Jameson’s success in 
the expedition he organised against the 
Matabele influenced him at a subsequent 
crisis with disastrous results, when he 
invaded the Transvaal with a force of 600 
men to support a projected rising of the 
Uitlanders in Johannesburg. The invad- 
ing force encountered the Boers on the 
Ist of January, 1896, who overwhelmed 
them, compelling them to surrender, 
exhausted with a twenty-four hours’ fast 
and with all their ammunition spent. 
Jameson was handed over to the British 
authorities by President Kruger and sent 
to England for trial, where, in the fol- 
lowing July, he was sentenced to fifteen 


months’ imprisonment, but was released 


in December because of his ill-health. He 
later returned to South Africa and re- 
covered from his catastrophic fall, filling 
the position of Premier of Cape Colony 
from 1904 to 1908. Sir Leander Starr 
Jameson retired from South African 
politics in 1912, and passed the remaining 
five years of his life in England.

Stn,—Mr. Horgan is to be congratulated on 
affording us the refreshing novelty of someone 
actually roposing the exercise of common- 
sense in the conduct of our public affairs. It 
is, however, & sad commentary on our 
standard of political intelligence that he 
should find himself confronted by a situation 
of such manifest absurdity, and one which 
has, moreover, been endured for some con- 
siderable time with such sheep-like patience. 
Nowhere outside the pages of “ Alice in 
Wonderland ” would one expect to find the 
paradoxical situation in which a Department 
of Education spends large sums of public 
money in ensuring the illiteracy of the 
children exposed to its bureaucratic whims 
and fancies. Yet that is precisely the 
spectacle that has been presented to us in 
this country in recent years. 

It is easier to make points against this 
fantastic situation than to suggest a remedy. 
Mr. Horgan recommends protest on the part 
of the parents, but it is difficult to see how 
such protests could be co-ordinated. Further. 
more, as he points out, political action seems 
useless. A political system that awards the 
spoils of office to those who can gull the 
greatest number of people creates a political 
vested interest in the ignorance of those 
people. The illiterate are so much éasier to 
fool. Until our political life affords a picture 
of honest endeavour to better our country 
rather than that of a mere scramble for power, 
the road to reform by political means is 
bá ! 


rred. 

As it is arguable that the present staté of 
affairs is unconstitutional there ought to be 
a remedy in the courts, if someone or some 
o could be found to fight the case, 
And this brings me to the root of the whole 
matter. 

The schools’ position is merely another 
example of the unwarrantable way in which 
the rights and liberties of the individual have 
been destroyed by the State in the past eight 
or ten years. The attempt to coerce the 
Press by pressure from the Government In: 
formation Bureau is another case in point. 
It seems to me that there is urgent need in 
this country for a non-party, non-political 
organisation that will guard the essential 
rig ts of our citizens, much as the Automo- 
bile Association looks after the interests of 
motorists. A powerful body of this kind 
could fight issues of constitutional importance 
to the individual in the courts, and could 
create a lively public opinion on such matters. 
It could not fail to, at least, gravely hamper 
the unconstitutional and fllegal activities of 
Government Departments, or of the Dail and 
Senate themselves. 

If something is not done we shali soon find 
ourselves the servants of a dictatorship 
eA ge as a democracy. And, as our 
experience of Irish in the schools shows. it 
will be comic and fantastic tyranny. A bitter 
fate for an intelligent people.—Yours. etc.,

FLOOR COVERINGS 


Mr, MULCAHY (U.LP., Dublin N.) then 
moved an amendment seeking to abolish the 
duty on floor coverings. They were told that 
a new industry was to be established. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the duty on oil- 
cloth was for revenue purposes to help to 
balance the nation’s accounts. The duty on 
floor coverings was protective. A factory 
for making felt base floor coverings would 
be erected at Tipperary. A new Saorstat 
company had been formed, which would be 
associated with a Belgian company. Licences 
for the importation of these goods free of 
duty would not be issued. Licences for the 
importation of certain raw materials, such 
as paper felt, would be issued to the new 
company engaging in the manufacture of 
floor coverings. Licences had been issued to 
firms assembling motor cars for the importa- 
tion of paper felt floor coverings for motor 
cars. The prices at the new Irish factory 
would be similar to prices of similar goods 
in England. 


THE THREAD FACTORY 


Mr. DILLON said that in regard to price 
and quality the Minister had given the 
same undertaking in connection with the 
Westport Thread Factory, whereas the fac* 
was that cotton thread was being sold from 
Westport at 65s. per gross, while the same 
thread was available from British sources 
at, 49s. per gross. These undertakings of the 
Minister with regard to prices were not 
worth the paper they were printed on or 
the paper used in expressing them. 

The amendment was defeated by 59 votes 
to 38. 

Mr. MULCAHY moved am amendment to 
the next Order (which dealt with cotton 
thread), and asked the Minister to explain 
why in May. -1935. a tariff of 40 per cent. 
was regarded as sufficient, but in September, 
1935. umler the Emergency Imposition of 
Duties Order, that duty was raised to 100 
per cent, i 

Mr. DILLON (U.1.P., Donegal) said that 
the Order contained a licensing provision, 
and he objected to the Minister getting a 
discretion to issue licences for the importa- 
tion of thread, for in connection with the 
issue of these licences there had been the 
most disreputable transaction ever associated 
with the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. In October, 1935. there were nume- 
rous applications for this importation, and 
he invited the Minister to say if he had not 
an interview with the Merchant Drapers’ 
Association and informed them that he was 
prepared to issue licences for the import of 
thread while the Westport factory was 
getting under way. When that Order was 
made the central selling agency for a number 
of firms engaged in the cotton thread busi- 
ness in Great Britain imported a very con- 
siderable quantity of cotton thread. That 
took place during and subsequent to a dis- 
cussion between the Minister’s Department 
and Messrs. Coats on a question of allowing 
them to manufacture cotten thread in this 
country. It was decided not to allow: them 
and that the manufacture would be a reserved 
commodity for Westport. The Minister for 
Industry and Commerce then, in collabora- 
tion with the Minister for Finance, imposed 
an Excise duty on all cotton thread in the 
country’ that might be in the possession of 
any person holding at the timeemore than 
£10,000 worth of thread. 


*“LEGALISED ROBBERY” 


The result of that imposition under the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties Order 
affected only one individual in Saorstat 


| Eireann, and could only affect one individual, 


and when he had paid £4,000 in Fixcise duty 
that duty was allowed to lapse. Two months 
after the legalised robbery of that individual 
firm the Minister was indicating his readi- 
ness to issue licences to import three] free 
of duty, because Westport was unaole to 
supply the current demands of the trade. 

The firm had offered an affront to the 
personal silly pride of a silly small man who 
wreaked his vengeance by finding that firm 
£4,000. That was an outrage on every stan- 
dard of decency that ought to obtain in the 
country. :

THE EXCISE DUTY ON 
THREAD 


Mr. LEMASS said that Deputy Dillon 
obviously had not discussed the matter with 
anyone in the trade, otherwise he would not 
have put himself in the foolish position that 
he had taken up. It was an extraordinary 
thing that, despite the fact that very large 
quantities of cotton thread were imported 
last year, they were still issuing licences for 
the importation of further large quantities. 
Deputy Dillon, as usual, was wrong. 

The duty on cotton thread imposed 
originally had been at the rate of 40 per 
cent., which was considered sufficient pro- 
tection for the industry. They had no dis- 
cussions with Messrs. Coats on the subject 
of their manufacturing thread here, and the 
firm had made no approach until the arrange- 
ments were made for the establishment of 
the factory in Westport had been completed. 
While Messrs. Goats, in fact, were approach- 
ing the Department they were engaged in 
the importation of huge quantities of cotton 
thread through the Central Agency, which 
represented a big and powerful group ol 
thread manufacturers in Great Britain with 
millions of capital behind them, which would 
be utilised if they so chose for the purpose 
of making the manufacture of thread in this 
country impossible, He submitted that they 
had so decided to use that, power. 


STORED THREAD 

An increase in the duty to one hundred per 
cent. had been mecessiated because, in the 
opinion of the Government, there was the 
possidility of further thread being imported 
and stored in Dublin, as the thread previously 
imported had been stored. There was within 
a short distance of Leinster House £30,006 
worth of thread in store. It was being held 
for some purpose, and the situation was 


na nGaedheal, 


causing the Government concern, The Excise 
duty of forty per cent. on certain stocks of 
thread did not catch all the stocks of thread, 
although a sum of £4,000 was paid in duty 
as a result of it. The situation created by the 
existence of those stocks was a menace to 
the Irish industry whenever those who held 
them chose to release them. The menace still 
existed, and might occasion other measures. 

Mr. MULCAHY-——You can seize them when 
you get rid of the Senate. 

Mr. LEMASS—It may be necessary, but I 
do not think so. The tactics adopted by this 
powerful combine must be defeated, because 
if they are not they will inevitably be re- 
peated in respect of other Irish industrial 
projects, 

He was sorry that Deputies Mulcahy and 
Dillon had ranged themselves on the side of 
those who had adopted those tactics, despite 
the new found policy of their party to en- 
courage industrial development here. As far 
as he was informed these was no dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of the drapers or manufac 
turers concerning supplies of thread. i 


THE WESTPORT ARTICLE 


_The Drapers' Chamber of Trade representa- 
tive had said that the thread manufactured at 


Westport was equal to, if not better than, 
Coats’ thread, and the prices were the same. 
Jt was true that the Westport Company was 
not yet in a position to supply the full 
requirements of the country, and licences still 
were being .issued, despite the fact that a 
huge quantity of thread was in storage in 
Dublin, <A peculiar, and exceptional, situa- 
tion had been created, and it called for the 
exercise of considerable care on behalf of the 
Government to ensure that those who were 
responsible for the importation and storage 
would not be able to do anything inimical to 
the development of Irish industry. 

Mr. DILLON asked why was not the Excise 
duty imposed on the thread stored in Dublin. 

Mr. LEMASS—All the stoeks could not be 
made liable to duty. 

Mr. DILLON said that not one inch of 
thread was being manufactured in Westport. 

Mr. LEMASS said that there had been no 
indication from Messrs. Coats that thev had 
any interest in the. manufacture of thread 
here until the Westport factory had been 
constructed.

Mr. MULCAHY moved another amendment 
to abolish the increased duty on sports 
requisites.

Leather Goods Company, Ltd. How is a 
firm like that going to be affected’? The 
company consists of Messrs. Zlotover, Baer, 
Buchalter and Isaacson. Will the order 
adversely affect manufacturers of boots and 
shoes ? 

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) asked would the duty affect synthetic 
leather used in book-binding. 

Mr. MacDERMOT also asked the Minister 
to explain the order. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that the order im- 
posed a: Customs duty of 374 per cent. and 
a minimum duty of Sd. a pound on leather, 
other than bridle leather, chamois, hogskin 
and trunk. leather. 

The duty was primarily to encourage the 
development of tanneries in the country, and 
arrangements had been made to start 
tanneries at Gorey, Dungarvan, Passage 
West and Carrick oattale. The Gorey 
factory would manufacture “' greasy leather,’ 
the Passage West factory chrome leather and 
linings, the Dungarvan factory semi-chrome 


and linings and leather such as was used 
for the manufacture of clothing and fancy 
goods, and the Carrick-on-Suir factory 
chrome leather. It was anticipated that 
considerable employment would be given by 
the establishment of these factories, and, 
when they were in full production, that they 
would supply goods. at the same as thie 
selling price ex-British factories. 

Mr. DILLON (U,1.. Donegal) asked the 
Minister to secure that the boot and shoe 
industry would not be adversely affected, 


A SCENE 


Mr.- BRISCOE said that Deputy Mulcahy 
had introduced the amendment simply to 
mention four names.

Messrs, C. Gold (Messrs. W. H. Lamb and 
Co., Ltd.), F. Reilly (Messrs. James Reilly, 
Sons and Co.), J. C. Uden (Messrs. Fletcher 
and Sons), H. Lawlor (Messrs. H. Lawlor 
and Sons), and J. J. Kelly (Messrs. Connolly, 
Kelly and Co.), members of the Irish Whole- 
sale Fruit and Vegetable Trades Association, 
along with their Secretary, Mr. Gerald J. 
Kinlan, gave evidence in relation to the 
methods of sale operating in the Corporation 
Fruit and Vegetable Market. 

Some of the forestallers, they stated, handled 
foreign fruit, but generally they purchased 
from the wholesalers. Ninety-five per cent. of 
the Irish apples received were badly graded 
and carelessly packed—two things that mili- 
tated against their sale. 


EXCELLENT QUALITY 

That was to be regretted, particularly in the 
case of Irish cooking apples, - which were 
equal to those available in any part of the 
world. Some of the more enthusiastic growers 
were making an effort now to put their apples 
into one, two and three grades, but even 
then a lot was to be desired. At the moment 


Ts careless way in which Irish apples 


In the Dublin market. No cooking apples 
were imported during the Irish season, which 
ended about March. The practice of the fore- 
stallers taking fruit and vegetables away 
from the Corporation Market was not reason- 
able or to be encouraged, but it had been 
the custom in Dublin for a long time. The 
forestallers formed a link between the market 
and the shopkeepers who could not attend 
the sales in the morning personally. 

The highest price obtained in normal times 
for a well-packed and graded ten-stone barrel 
of Irish apples was 35s., and the average rate 
at which the same quantity and quality were 
suld was from 18s. to 20s. : 

Replying to the Chairman, it was stated 
that the sale of fruit by auction was most 
favoured in Dublin, as it was believed that 
it gave the growers the best opportunities of 
securing the highest prices. 


BETTER CONTAINERS 

The witnesses also stated that it would be 
more economical and profitable if the Irish 
growers selected their apples and packed them 
in better and more attractive containers than 
those now in use. Suggestions also were 
made that cauliflowers should be graded at 
the place of origin, and sent to the market 
packed in fibre mats. Better prices would 
result. If it were insisted that all cabbages 
must come under the hammer growers would 
be more content, and in a great many cases 
there would be keener competition.

CLAIMS OF LINEN GUILD

An “at home” in connection with the 
| Royal City of Dublin Hospital, Baggot street, 
held yesterday in the hospital, was attended 
by a large gathering of supporters and friends. 

Mrs. Wylie, wite of Mr. Justice Wylie, 
| speaking of the work of the Linen Guild dur- 
ing the past year, said that the financial posi- 
tion of the Guild was not altogether as happy 
as they should like it to be. In 1933 the 
balance at thé bank was £272, but this had 
decreased in 1934 to £138, and now there 
was, unfortunately, another decrease to £96. 
It was true that the Guild had given linen 
to the hospital to the amount of £279, as 
opposed to £240 in 1934, but the Board had 
given a grant of £150 for extra supplies. The 
real reason of all this was that voluntary 
effort was decreasing, Voluntary subscriptions 
were being reduced, and they were beginning 
to rely more and more on Sweepstake money. 

It would be a regrettable thing, indeed, if 
they should allow the sweepstakes to interfere 
with their own voluntary efforts on behalf of 
| their great public hospitals, which were doing 
so much to alleviate the suffering of their 
fellow-citizens. A hospital ceased to be 
theirs when they ceased to work for it. 
Sweepstakes had done much to enable work 
to be carried on in the hospitals, but they 
did not evoke the same: sympathetic interest 
that was produced by personal effort and 
voluntary contributions. Those people who 
still continued to give their personal support 
to the hospitals despite what the sweepstakes 
were doing were deserving of the highest 
raise. She accorded her thanks to the follow- 
ing members of the Guild, who had worked 
so hard for the hospital during the year :— 
The Dowager Countess of Pembroke, Mrs. 
Grace, Miss Cagney, and Sister Frances from 
the Church Home, Clyde road, and Mrs 
Synge. The hospital was again indebted to 
the generosity of Dr. Simpson. It was, 
indeed, gratifying that they had not been 
forgotten by Their Majesties the King and 
Queen, who had sent grapes again this year, 
as in the previous years. 

Mr. Seton Pringle, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Ireland, returned 
thanks to Mrs. Wylie, and expressed the 
hope that more and more voluntary helpers 
would come forward, as that kind of effort 
was essential to success. He congratulated 
the committee on their work during the year.

Building Material 


We observe that the Prices Commission 
continued yesterday its inquiry into the 
cost of building materials. It hardly 
would be proper at this stage to prejudice 
the Commission by comment on at least 
one remarkable statement which was given 
in the course of evidence. We prefer 
merely to express the hope that its labours 
will result in advantage to supplier and 
consumer alike. No more important sub- 
ject of inquiry has come within the Com- 
mission’s purview than this subject ol 
building materials. The re-housing of the 
slum population is to-day, and for many 
years must remain, the Free State Govern- 
ment’s chiet concern; and the task must 
not be hampered either by scarcity or by 
excessive cost. of materials. When the 
Government first imposed duties on the 
import of such materials we doubted tha 
wisdom of its policy; even to-day we 
question whether an open, cheap an‘ 
plentiful supply would not encourage a 
more speedy fulfilment of the country’s 
housing needs. The tariffs, however, are 
there, and it is necessary to ensure that 
the comparatively restricted supply of 
materials will not hamper the progress of 
housing. If this important @ndition can 
be fulfilled the nation will derive great 
benefit from the growth of manufactories 
within its own borders. Most architects 
agree that native materials are best for 
nearly all branches of building—best 
suited to withstand the particular rigours 
of its climate, and best in appearance. 
We believe that far too little effort has 
been made as yet to ‘‘exploit’’ the 
mineral resources of the Free State; and 
her lack of forests compels her still to im- 
port an enormous quantity of timber for 
building purposes. An elaborate pro- 
gramme of afforestation and the develop 
ment of Irish quarries, in our view, wou!d 
be a great dea] more sensible than many 
of the unnatural industries which are beirg 
established to-day. The State’s first 
business is to see that its building pro- 
grammes shall not suffer within the next 
few years; its next business is to en ire 
that a cheap and abundant supply of 
native materials will never be lacking. 


Road Signs 


A correspondent in an English newspaper 
has been complaining that road signs have 
increased to such an extent that the 
motorist does not know which way 
to look. From one end of the country 
to the other, he says, the roads are 
plastered with signs and signals. In 
the towns the line of “ Belisha beacons ’’ 
stretches interminably down the streets, 
varied by traffic lights at the crossings, 
“‘ one way ” notices and the various direc- 
tions which are painted on the roadway 
itself. In the country a continual watch 
must be kept for the signs marking the

The air service, which the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce announced on 
Wednesday to link Dublin with Liverpool 
and with Bristol, will have the effect of 
linking the Free State with many other 
towns throughout England by air, since 
several internal air services are operated 
from the English terminals of the cross- 
Channel route. 

Bristol airport recently installed a 
radio-communication and direction-findin 
service—similar to the equipment whic 
the Free State Government is to provide 
at Baldonnel. On the north-east route to 
Liverpool the aircraft will be assisted by 
the radio installation at Barton Aero- 
drome, Manchester. Sveke, the Liverpoo! 
aerodrome, has no wireless facilities. 


EARLY NEXT YEAR 


Advice on the type of equipment ri- 
quired at this side was obtained recently 
from experts of the British Air Ministry 
who visited Ireland recently and discussed 
the matter with Department of Industry 
and Commerce and Department of Defence 
officials. The work of installing the 
apparatus will’begin immediately. It had 
been the Minister’s intention to have the 
service operating before Christmas, but 
this proved impracticable, and for this 
reason he told the Dail that it would start 
“early next year.”

EPUTY BELTON, with the somewhat 
passive assistance of Deputy Kent, 
yesterday plunged the Dail into bewildered 
and furious confusion. He had tabled a 
motion on the Order paper, which read: 
“ That the League of Nations (Obligations 
of Membership) Bill he, and is, hereby 
annulled.’’ It took thirty-four minutes at 
the start of public business to decide 
how the motion should be debated, 
and at the end of that period it is safe to 
say that Deputy Belton was unenlightened. 
First of all, Deputy MacDermot, a long, 
barbed hook in the side of Deputy Belton 
all day, wanted to know on what principle 
time was given to the motion at all. “ It 
savours more of a county council than a 
chief legislative assembly that we should 
be asked to rescind something which we 
have only just passed,” he said. Deputy 
Belton, in some triumph, pointed out that 
any order could be made void if an annul- 
ling motion was passed within twenty-one 
working days of its inception; and the 
‘Vice-President supported him. The first 
difficulty was surmounted—the motion was 
in order. Then, however, two other snags 
arose. The Chair, in accordance with 
certain regulations, fixed a time-limit to 
the debate of one and a-half hours ; and— 
of vital import—decreed that the matter 
of sanctions might not be mentioned. The 
Order only was to be discussed. I believe 
Deputy MacDermot was voicing the 
general opinion of the House when he said 
that he was worried about what Deputy 
Belton could find to say if sanctions were 
out of bounds. If there was to be any 
kind of intelligent discussion of the 
motion, Deputy Belton would have to go 
back over old ground ; and since the Chair 
had forbidden such a course, Deputy Mac- 
Dermot looked forward with the keenest 
enjoyment to no discussion at all. 


LEAGUE “WOBBLING ” 


Deputy Norton now put forward the 
dreadful suggestion that Deputy Belton 
would continue to talk for the allotted 
span, from 9 p.m. until 10.30, without 
giving anyone else a chance. He demanded 
protection from the Chair, which was freely 
granted in advance. Then Deputy 
Mulcahy demanded a speech from the 
President, on the grounds that there had 
been ‘‘ wobbling’’ in the League of 
Nations since the bill was passed; and 
pretty well everyone else began to put 
forward his view at the same time. With 
determination Mr. Fahy said: “ The Chair 
will hear no more.’’; and we moved on to 
the Imposition of-Duties Bill. 

At 9 p.m., or a little earlier, Deputy 
Belton came into the House with a large 
volume of indistinguishable significance. 
Later it turned out to contain the tenets 
of the Covenant of the League. The House 
was packed, and they were standing in the 
public gallery. Deputy Belton began. By 
9.4 p.m. he had reached the economic 
war, in the shape of the ‘‘rigid 
sanctions imposed upon us by Great 
Britain’’; and in some surprise Deputy 
Hogan, in the chair, said: ‘‘ Surely the 
deputy has left the Order already?”’ 
From now until the adjournment Deputy 
Hogan literally did not enjoy a quiet 
moment. ‘‘If we have obligations we have 
rights,” thundered Deputy Belton, “ and 
if we have rights we have obligations.”’ 
“ This line of argument is entirely out of 
order,” said Deputy MacDermot. ‘‘ Ah, 
now, you sit down,’’,cried Deputy Belton, 
in the extremes of irritation. ‘‘I take 
strong exception to these interruptions of 
Deputy MacDermot’s,’’ continued the 
speaker; “his sneers should be made 
somewhere else.”’ 

In the ensuing difference of opinion 
Deputy Kent, seconder of the motion, was 
heard to make some observation about the 
‘‘importation of camels,’’ but his exact 
meaning was obscure. ‘‘ We should not 
give anyone aid in starving the women and 
children of Italy,’’ said Deputy Belton ; 
‘‘ they were the only nation who sent us 
a note of sympathy when the Black and 
Tans were here.’’ Amid the resultant up- 
roar Mr. O’Kelly denied that any such 
note ever had been received. Deputy 
Belton accepted the explanation, but made 
his point by crying: ‘‘ Well, anyway, they 
never did us any harm.” He crashed his 
way, to the end of his speech in really 
dramatic fashion, mentioning the Abys- 
sinian way with slaves, describing Deputy 
MacDermot as “ another vicar on earth,” 
and closing with a really moving appeal 
for a free vote. He gave way to Deputy 
Kent. 


* BLACK-AND-TANS ” 
Deputy Kent uttered, 
dozen words before the Chair pulled him 
up. “I submit to your ruling, but I 
don’t follow it,” said Deputy Kent, 
scratching his white head. ‘‘ I don’t know 
where I can begin now.” Eventually he 
picked on the lack of sympathy afforded us 
by the British Government over the Black- 
and-Tans, “who mercilessly slaughtered 
our kith and kin,’’ and then compared 
the President, extremely favourably, with 
Parnell, “ our great national hero.” The 
Chair intervened, and in his next breath 
Deputy Kent clearly mentioned the 
economic war. A spontaneous cry of 
appreciation broke from the House. 
Deputy Kent concluded with the ancient 
glories of the Italian nation in ‘the 
golden days.” The motion remained free 
of his attention. 


CONCLUSION 

Subsequently Mr. de Valera said he 
scarcely could make any reply, since there 
was nothing in sight to which he could 
make relevant answer; and Deputy Belton 
rose to conclude. He began on Japan and 
Manchukuo, more slavery, military obliga- 
tions, and conscription; ‘and Deputy 
MacDermot asked if all this was in order. 
It was the last straw. ‘‘I want no im- 
perialist like Deputy MacDermot butting 
in all the time,” shouted Deputy Belton, 
very, very angry. He started to read out 
& newspaper article on slave traders at 
the top of his voice. Deputy MacDermot 
was standing up, crying ‘‘On a point of 
order, on a point of order”; but the 
sound of his voice was negligible in com- 
parison with the roar of Deputy Belton. 

At 10.30 the motion was put to the 
House. “ Who wants a division’? cried 
several voices. The Chair asked those who 
did to stand. Deputies Belton, Kent, 
Anthony, and—by all that was wonder. 
ful—a Government back-bencher rose to 
their feet. He was Deputy Sean Hales, 
and he cast just one glance at the grim 
Government front bench. The motion was 
defeated without a count.

AMERICA AND 
NEUTRALITY

In an editorial article The Times 
observes to-day:—Mr. Roosevelt’s Presi- 
dency has been remarkable for many 
departures from traditional American 
policies. Some of them are of interest on 
this side of the Atlantic, chiefly as 
examples to be followed or—it may be— 
to be avoided; but the recasting now in 
progress of American conceptions of 
neutrality is of immediate and direct 
concern. Whatever may be the case with the 
N.R.A. and the A.A.A. and other portions 
of the “ new deal,” it seems to be beyond 
question that the interpretation of 
neutrality adopted by him and by his 
Secretary of State (Mr. Cordell Hull) in 
the case of Abyssinia is accepted by: the 
great mass of American opinion as apply- 
ing not only to this, but to all future, 
wars. It is a dangerous misreading. of 
the facts to see any connection between 
the efforts which the President is making 
to discourage trade with both the 
belligerents and the economic pressure 
which the League of Nations is bound 
by its Covenant to apply to one of them. 

During the debate in Congress on the 
Neutrality Act the ruling desire was to 
prevent America from becoming involved 
in the wars of others through the activities 
of her traders. It was felt that peace 
could be secured only by taking the profits 
out of war, and the widest meaning was 
given to this maxim. The current, almost 
the universal, legend in the United 
States nowadays is that the country 
was dragged into’ the Great War 
largely to protect the great interests 
which had become involved through loans 
and the supply of munitions, and this 
participation is now too often regarded 
with profound disillusionment. Time and 
history will eventually supply a correc- 
tive, but the case for the present trend of 
opinion is obvious enough. 

The discouragement, adds The Times, 
of the export of oil and other materials of 
war, as Mr. Cordell Hull calls them, will, 
however, make practicable the prohibition 
by the League Powers of the supply of oil 
to Italy, as contemplated by the resolu- 
tion passed by the Economic Sub-Com- 
mittee three weeks ago, that the pro- 
hibited list should be extended to oil, 
steel and coal as soon as conditions neces- 
sary to render this extension effective have 
been achieved. In the same way, prohibi- 
tis by the League Powers will help the

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FURNITURE TRADE 
DISPUTE 


AGREEMENT WITH 
RETAILERS 


A wage of 2s. per hour for male French 
polishers, cabinet-makers, chair-makers, and 
wood-cutting machinists, with a 44-hour 
working week and holiday arrangements, was 
agreed to by the Dublin furniture retailers 
at a conference yesterday. ‘Ihe unions had 
also demanded a wage of ls. 4d. per hour, 
with the same working week, for the female 
polishers.

per hour. ‘This was adopted by the unions, 
subject to ratification by their members. 

As a result of this settlement the strike 
notices served on the retailers have been 
withdrawn. 

No offer, however, has been made by the 
Dublin factory owners in connection with the 
same demand. Should no conference take 
place between the parties to-day the mémbers 
of trade unions in the Dublin factories wil!

Bohernabreena to the service reservoirs: at 
Stillorgan will be placed before the Cor- 
poration on Monday next. The cost is 
estimated at £25,000. 

The General Purposes Committee of the 
Corporation have approved reports sub- 
mitted by the City Manager and the City 
Engineer urging the necessity for 
immediately taking steps to ensure that 
the water supply to the city shall not be 
interrupted in the coming summer, and 
in future summers, pending the putting 
into operation of the proposed joint hydro- 
electric and water scheme at Poulaphouca, 
or, alternatively, the provision of a per- 
manent city water supply scheme 
Failure to reach an immediate undex 
standing with the E.S.B. on the proposed 
joint scheme to utilise the waters of the 
Liffey has necessitated the present pro- 
posals. It is no longer possible to wait. 
In his report to the Committee the City 
Manager stated that since tho partial 
turning off of the city water supply for 
a short period last summer the situation 
has been carefully watched, and, although 
there had been abundant rain for nearly 
two months past, not merely has no relief 
come in the general water position, but 
actually the levels of the water in the 
Stillorgan storage reservoirs have con- 
tinued to fall, 


DELAY BY E.S.B. 


‘If prompt action by the E.S.B. had 
followed upon the raising of the question 
by the City Engineer in 1932,” the report 
goes on to state, “ the temporary measures 
now necessary would not have been re- 
quired. The extremely long delay on their 
part, in spite of several promises for 
definite decisions at definite times. has 
forced the Corporation into its present 
position, and the heavy cost now to be 
incurred by the Corporation for a tem- 
porary security measure must be taken 
into account in eonsidering any future 
arrangements to be made with the E.S.B. 
in respect of a permanent joint water 
and hydro-electric supply.” 

Mr. M. A. Moynihan, City Engineer and 
Surveyor, states in his report that the ser- 
vice reservoirs at Stillorgan were designed 
to contain 180 million gallons of Vartrys 
water, and were normally to have that 
supply available for the use of the city, 
should any major accident occur to the 
pipe lines from Roundwood reservoir. The 
draught from these reservoirs has now be- 
come greater than the supply to’ them, 
and they now contain only a little over 
half their capacity. Should a case of 
sudden damage occur between Roundwood 
and Stillorgan, the risk was apparent. To 
leave the supply safe for a period of five 
or six years—by which time the Liffey 
scheme might be in operation—he proposed 
to have such works executed as would 
enable an additional delivery of one 
million gallons per day for from four to 
five months of the winter and spring. 
This would enable them to start the 
summer with the Stillorgan reservoirs 
full: and. unless the citizens went in for 
an unusual orgy of waste, there need not 
be any apprehension regarding the main- 
tenance of a continuous supply of water 
during the period indicated. 


FROM BOHERNABREEN A: 


The tributaries of the Dodder river 
which feed the Corporation reservoir at 
Bohernabreena, the report continued, dis- 
charge during the winter and spring a 
quantity of water far in excess of what 
that reservoir can contain. His proposal 
was to take that extra water across 49 
miles to the filtration plant at Ballyboden, 
and thence by 5% mé 8 oÍ pipes to the 
reservoirs at Stillorgan. 

Prompt action was absolutely essential 
if the available water was to be obtained 
for next summer’s service, and to avoid 
the delay that a Local Government Depart- 
ment inquiry would entai!, before a loan 
for the purpose could be obtained, he pro- 
posed to utilise an unexpended balance of 
£8,000 from a former loan. The balance 
could be provided for in the next esti- 
mates. As soon as sanction could be ob- 
tained the work would progress rapidly,

N the Dail last night, Mr. P. BELTON (In- 


dependent; Dublin County) moved:— 
“That the League of Nations (Obliga- 
tions of Membership) Order, 1935, be, and is 
hereby, annulled.” The motion stood in his 
name and that of Mr, R. Kent. 

Mr. BELTON said that they in no way 
challenged the. authority of the Executive 
Coun@il in making the Order, but they ques- 
tioned the wisdom of it, The ‘case made for 
the Order was their obligation as a member 
of the League. 

The President had at no time stated that 
they should take this line regardless of 
whether there were obligations or not. The 
only person who made that point was Senator 
Blythe in the Senate. He (Deputy Belton) 
wanted to show that they had no obligations 
if they had no rights. 

There was. he said, no reason why the Free 
State Government should interfere in a matter 
which did not concern it. They objected to 
any attempt being made by the Executive 
Council, to aid in the smallest possible way 
in starving the wemen and children of Italy. 
The obligations of the Covenant prompted 
the Order, and provided also that the 
Executive Council might be asked for military 


aia. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said that there 
was nothing about food or military aid in the 
Order. 

Mr. BELTON said that there were arrange- 
ments in finance which automatically pre- 
luded them from sending food to Italy. He

Mr. MacDERMOT (Ind., Roscommon) said 
that the Order only legitimately could be 
challenged when it did not conform with the 
decision taken by the Dail a fortmght ago.

PRESIDENT'S REPLY 


President DE VALERA said that it was 
linpossible to reply to some of the arguments 
put forward; for they were altogether out- 
side the terms of the motion. No reason had 
been given for annulling the measures they 
had taken, except that, in general, sanctions 


should not be imposed. That question had 
been considered by the House, and powers 
were being given to the Executive Council 


to bring in orders of that sort. There was 
nothing in the order contrary to the principles 
accepted by the House when the bill was 
before it. Because there was nothing con- 
trary to them, the speakers had avoided the 
issue, and gone back to discuss the question 
that had been, discussed in its general prin- 
ciples when the bill was under discussion. 


In regard to the suggestion of wobbling, 
the proposal number one was in effective 
operation in forty-eight States, members of the 
League; number two in forty-seven; numbers 
three and four in forty-three, and number 
five in forty-two. There was no indication 
of wobbling a that. The purpose behind 
sanctions was to prevent, if pos ible, aggres- 
sion, such as Italy had been held to be guilty 
of in Ethioma. He had heard no arguments 
except the one of wobbling that could be re- | 
lated at all to the motion. He had, there- 
fore, nothing to answer, and he was not going 
back on the broader question as to whether 
they should or should not impose those 
sanctions, which had been decided very 


definitely bv the House. 

Mr. BELTON — There was not a man in that 
House who would vote in favour of military 
sanctions. 

President DE VALERA—There is no moral 
or legal obligation to impose military 
sanctions, 


FOUR FOR MOTION 


When the division was called Deputies

Speaking at a luncheon after the ordina 
tion of Mr. Rupert Gibson, as minister o! 
Clogher Presbyterian Church yesterday, 
the Moderator of the General Assembly 
(the Right Rev. A. F. Moody, D.D.), made 
special reference to Ulster’s generous 
response to his appeal in aid of sufferers 
through the Arranmore disaster. 
During the past few weeks, he said, 1 
have witnessed a wonderful and 
spontaneous | expression of the true and 
authentic spirit of the Protestant religion. 
After the tragedy to the Arranmore 
islanders I ventured to insert a notice in 
the Press—to whose co-operation I am 
deeply indebted—offering to forward any 
subscriptions entrusted to me for the relief 
of the stricken families. I did it, expect- 
ing to be severely censured by those who 
set artificial limits to the application oi 
the Golden Rule, but confident that He 
who told the story of the good samaritan 
would approve. I now: joyfully and 
proudly confess that I underrated the 
yenerosity of my  fellow-Ulstermen. 
Hundreds of letters reveal a vast. volume 
of good-will, and voice, I am conviriced, 
the sentiments of what is best and noblest 
in our province. I have been debtor more 
than most people to the unmerited kind- 
ness of my fellow-men, but this flood of 
approval will remain among the most 
precious experiences of my life. 
Condemning letters were under—wel! 
under—one) per cent., and—a fact of hope- 
ful significance—with one exception they 
were without name or address, Which 
simply means that, in spite of intellectual 
sophistry, their hearts condemn tha 
writers. These denunciatory letters suc- 
gest a further observation on the misuse 
of the word Protestant.

Chartered Accountants in Ireland was 

held last night in the Royal Hibernian 
Hotel, Dublin. Mr. Hugh Boyd, F.C.A. 
(President), presided, 

Dr. P. Jacobsson, of the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements, Basle, a member of the 
Banking Commission, in proposing the toast 
of ''“The Prosperity of lreland,’’ said that 
on the Continent there was a great deal of 
misunderstanding about Ireland. When he 
first came: here he thought of all he had 
heard about ‘‘poor Ireland,” and then he 
found that Ireland was a creditor nation. 
There were only seven or eight creditor 
nations in the world, and he thought it was 
very wonderful that Ireland should be one 
of them. There was nothing, in his opinion, 
more important for the independence of a 
country and for the possibility of developing 
its resources, than that it should be in the 
position of a creditor nation. It meant that 
in the past there had heen people who had 
been able to save, 

He found that a great deal of these savings 
came from the war period, when the agricul- 
turists had been able to sell at good prices. 
To his astonishment he had found one country 
that had kept some of its war profits. The 
main industry of the country-—agriculture— 
had made it a creditor nation. 

A stranger coming to this country could 
not help being struck by the initiative and 
enthusiasm shown in building up new things 
that would give Ireland a more varied 
economic life. That was a great task, and 
he hoped that what was built up would be 
able to resist the \icissitudes of fortune. The 


Té annual meeting of the Institute of 


industrial development of Ireland was greatly 
helped by Government assistance, and in that 
Ireland was no exception. He thought that 
the members of their profession could help 
greatly in building up a well-informed public 
opinion in regard to Government business. 


MR. LEMASS’S REVIEW 


Mr. Sean Lemass (Minister for Industry 


Sa 


and Commerce), responding, said that all 
parties and, sections sincerely desired the 
prosperity of their country,. but as to how 
it could be most effectively secured they were 
by no means unanimous. Dealing with con- 
ditions in the Free State, he said that in the 
past year there had heen a considerable im- 
provement in the external trade. The twelve 
months just closed saw an increase in the 
exnort trade of £1,250,000, and a reduction 
in the adverse balaace of nearly £35,000,000. 
The increase in the weekly average of 
Dublin banks’ clearings of notes, bills and 
cheques, which was regarded as evidence of 
greater commercial activity, was supported by 
the satisfactory and sustained increase in rail- 
way trafic receipts, and by the substantial 
rise in motor car sales—particularly of com- 
mercial vehicles, which was the more note- 
worthy because a contrary tendency might 
have been expected in consequence of the 
operation of the Read Transport Acts. 

The considerable rise in the total of de- 
positors’ balances at the Post Office Savings 
Bank was ‘indicative of the improved condi- 
tions among the workers; and that was also 
supported by. the fact that the number of 
persons in employment insurable under Un- 
employment Insurance Acts, in this year, as 
in each of the past three years, constituted 
a record for the Saorstat. 

There were, however, other factors which 
were less satisfactory, and which prevented 
any feeling of complacency. The principal of 
these was the depression of agricultural 
prices, the decline of which commenced in 
1950 and persisted until the middle of 1933. 
Since the latter date they had remained more 
or less stationary, although the tendency was 
still downward, if anything, as evidenced 


by the decline of oN w cent, in the Saorstat | 


agricultural price mdex in August, 1935, as 
compared with August, 1934—a decline which 
must, however, be compared with a decline 
of 5 per cent, in the British index during 
the same period, 

Agriculture was the basic industry, and 
there could be no feeling of economic 
security, no real confidence of increased 
prosperity in the future, unless a 
more satisfactory relation could he 
second between the farmers’ costs and agri- 
cultural prices, so that the great industry 
oi agriculture could be carried on profitably. 

That was not a problem peculiar to this 
country, although bas sr circumstances might 
make iw acute. It is a problem, he said, 
with which all Governments are struggling 
and of. which none appears to have found a 
solution, 


THE REAL PROBLEM 


‘We are a small nation,” said Mr. Lemass, 
‘and our resoukcés are not large, but they 
are adequate, if properly developed and 
utilised, to serve our needs, to give us a 
standard. of living that will be at least 
sufficient, . Our future prosperity depends on 
the discovery and the efficient development: 
and utilisation of those resources. It is 
not merely a matter, however, of opening 
up new industrial possibilities, or exploring 
our minerat wealth, or planning a sounder 
system of agriculture, but one of organisa- 
tions—organising production, distribution 
and consumption, and it is in that respect 
that we have much to learn—that all man- 
kind has much to learn, because the _ out- 
standing lesson of the post-war period is man- 
kind’s inability to use effectively for the 
public good the immense powers of production 
which the discoveries’ of ‘scientists and 
technicians have made available. 

‘There are some who contend that the 
defects in the world’s economic organisation 
are due to a misuse of money, a misunder- 
heer of the functions of money. A 
whole literature has grown up around that 
contention, and whether there is foundation 
for it or not I do not know. In so far as 
the defects are defects of organisation, it 
cannot be wholly true, although money is 
one of the main instruments of economic. 
organisation. Perhaps we will get more light 
on this when the Banking Commission has 
presented its report, to which we are all look- 
ing forward with considerable interest. 

“There is a much wider public interest in 
questions affecting banking and finance than 
in the past, Those who have been: preaching 
the gospe! of a new world based on a new 
financial system, have achieved this; they 
have engendered a wider realisation of the 
parts’ which money and credit play in our 
daily “lives, and created a livelier desire 
among the public to understand the working 
of the existing system. Those responsible for 
the direction of banking institutions and 
financial houses in this and other countries 
have been disposed in the pdst to keep their 
operations too much shrouded in mystery. 
The public desire to be enlightened on the 
matter, to know whether the financial machine 
is as efficient as is represented. In a period 
of world depression, for which no very obvious 
cause exists, men ate disposed to be critical 
of existing institutions. : 

“Let me say that I do not believe that there 
is any magic formula to which the gates of 
prosperity will open. .On the contrary, the 
path to recovery will be a long and laborious 
one, but as the people bend their backs to 
their labours, they. desire to feel - assured 
that they are not unnecessarily burdened by 
too strict an observance of out-worn rules, 
or antiquated conceptions of responsibilities 
on the part of those who direct their com- 
mercial finances. |

HE bill introduced in the Dail on Wed- 
nesd.y by Mr. Sean MacEÉntee, 

Minister for Finance, has now been circu- 
lated. It is a short measure, and, as its 
title indicutes, is intended to remove 
doubts as to the liability of the Guarantee 
Fund under the Land Purchase Acts for 
recoupment of deficiencies in the Purchase 
Annuities Fund, and to define such lia- 
bility, and provide for certain matters re- 
lating thereto 

The sections are as follow: — 

1.—(1) In order to remove doubts, it is 
hereby declared and enacted that :— 


DEFICIENCIES 


(a) Every deficiency in the Purchase 
Annuities Fund arising (whether before or 
after the passing of this Act) by reason 
of the non-payment of purchase annuities 
is a charge on the Guarantee Fund, and 
may lawfully. be paid and made good out 
of that fund to the Purchase Annuities 
Fund at such time or times, and in such 
manner, as the Minister for Finance shall, 
either generally or in respect of any par- 
ticular case, direct; and 

(b) Sub-section (4) of Section 6 of the 
Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, as 
amended or extended by subsequent 
enactments, and all regulations iade 
under that sub-section (as so amended or 
extended) for the time being in force, 
apply, and have effect in relation, to every 
= out of the Guarantee Fund to the 

urchase Annuities' Fund made for the 
purpose of making good any such de- 
ficiency as is mentioned in the next pre- 
ceding paragraph of this section, in like 
manner and in all respects as the said 
sub-section (as so amended or extended) ; 
and the said regulations apply to a pay- 
ment made out of the Guarantee Fund 
to the Purchase Annuities Fund 
for the purpose of making good any such 
deficiency as is mentioned in Sub-section 
(1) of the said Section 6. 


ANNUITIES FUND 


(2) Such deficiency in the Purchase 
Annuities Fund, as is mentioned in the 
foregoing sub-section of this section, shall 
be deemed to have arisen whenever 
(whether before or after the passing of 
this Act) the amount received by the Irish 
Land Commission on or before any 3lst 
day of January or 3lst day of July in 
respect of instalments of purchase 
annuities payable into the Purchase 
Annuities Fund which accrued due in the 
half-year ending on such 3lst day of 
January or 3lst day of July (as the case 
may be) falls short of the full amount of 
all such instalments. 

2—This Act shall come into and be 
deemed for all purposes to have been in 
force as on and from the Ist day of April, 
1932, and accordingly every payment or 
deduction made or other thing done, on or 
after the lst day of April, 1932, and before 
the passing of this Act, in relation to or 
for the purposes of the Guarantee Fund 
shall be and be deemed always to have 
been as lawful and valid as such payment, 
deduction, or thing would have been if 
this Act had been passed before (as the 
case may be) such payment or. deduction 
was made or such thing was done,,
